Some use tinall whi>p* of atraw for burning 
lie bees, but it is a slovenfy way. to soma 
seasons I have made tec duoliug quite profit* 
able. A few years since, I cut a pine tree, 
oul of which I took two hundred and thirteen 
pounds of buuey, weighed io Ihe comb. The. 
same seatun 1 look ninety pounds alraioed 
honey oul of a hemlock ; be-idca several ethers 
uf thirty or forty pouudi each. From forly 
to tixly pounds is considered a fair yield.
